An armored vehicle firing range is located
approximately 9 kilometers (km) southwest of
Ventspils on the shores of the Baltic Sea (I'igure
1). It is probably utilized by the army units
in Ventspils.

The range, covering approximately 200

acres, contains 3 vehicle runs and S moving
targets. There is a small support area with
3 support structures and a guard building at
the entrance (Figure 2). -
